Society OK 


The Bucks County M edical so­ 
ciety has rescinded its censure of 
Dr. Glenn Bricker, of Levittown, 
imposed on May 27, 1954, term ing 
the action “ im proper'-I 


TTie society issued a statem ent, 
dated Sept. 6, 1956, stating that 
the censure was “ im proper and 
did not conform to the constitu­ 
tion and by-laws” of the society 
and that it was set aside and Dr. 
Bricker cleared. 


The censure was im posed dur­ 
ing a controversy over the staff­ 
ing policy of the Lower Bucks 
County hospital. At that tim e, Dr. 
Bricker was

The Bucks County Med cal so­ 
ciety has rescinded its censure of 
Dr. Glenn Bricker, of Levittown, 
imposed on May 27, 1954, terming 
the action “improper”. 


The society issued a statement, 
dated Sept. 6, 1956. stating that 
the censure was “improper and 
did not conform to the constitu­ 
tion and by-laws” of the society 
and that it was set aside and Dr.

The censure was imposed dur­ 
ing a controversy over the staff­ 
ing policy of the Lower Bucks 
County hospital. At that time, Dr. 
Bricker was 
opposed to the pro­ 
posal put forth by a large group 
of doctors. 


The rescinding of the censure 
was brought about by a letter Dr. 
Bricker sent to the society on 
June 19, 1956, in which he brand­ 
ed the action as a “hoax” con­ 
cocted to vilify, degrade, and dis­ 
grace” him, and asked that it be 
withdrawn.
